UNRUH SAYS BALDWIN WILL PAY. 


Depuly Blennerhassett Says the Auditors 
Office is a Liar, and Deputy Cole Retoris 
the Assessor’s Office is Another. 


The publication, by the Tres, of the 
remarkable omissions by which the assess 
ments of Lucky Baldwin and five others, 
aggregating $758,280, were left off from 
the county assessment roll until long 
after the County Board of Equalization 
had concluded its labors, and then ille- 
gally put on, has caused a great deal of 
comment. As already stated by the 
Times, and in County Auditor Montafio’s 
report to the Supervisors and the State 
Board of Eqnalization, Mr. Montafio

I would take my oath to that, and 
wouldn't say so unless I knew what I was 
talking about. Then Mr. Montafioand I 
went down to Santa Monica. I returned, 
but Mr. Montafio staid over Monday 
(Aug. 9th). Monday morning, while I 
was in the office, and Mr. Montafio was at 
Santa Monica, Bilderrain came in to see 
if the coast was clear. Finding that Mon- 
tafio was away, he went off, and immedi- 
ately sent Blennerhassett over. Nothing 
whatever was said about adding anything 
to the roll, but he asked for the book and 
I let him use it there in the office, sup- 
posing he wished to check up 
the personal property, as had been done 
before. I did not know what was being 
done to the book—and for that matter did 
not know that the law forbade any addi- 
tion to the rolls after the first Monday in 
July. They were at work on the books 
from 10 till 1, and rushed the work as 
fast as possible. It was done so hastily 
that several blanders were made, 
which I had to correct in footing up the 
book. Mr. Bleinnerhassett is very bold on 
paper, remarking that people lie. They 
were over at our office to-day, and didn’t 
say anything about lying. On the con- 
trary, they were smooth as pie. Mr.

Gen Sickles’ Reply te the Becently 
PaBlisned Letter Gen. Meade. 

New Tonk, Aug. 13.—Gen. Sickles 
has replied to a letter recently published 
in the Philadelphia Weekly Press from 
Gen. Meade, dated in 1870, to Ool. Ben 
edict, of Burlington, Vt. Gen. Sickles 
says: Gen. Meade’s letter must have 
been written without deliberation, witb- 
out revision and without comparison 
with the official records. It contradicts 
hia own official report of the battle, 
made in October, 1863, and his testi- 
mony before the committee on the con- 
duct of the war in March, 1864. Gen. 
Meade is altogether mistaken in speak- 
img of the charges, insinuations and 
attacks upon him by me. I hav 
never spoken of his conduct at Gettys- 
burg, except in my testimony before 
the committee upon the conduet of the 
war in February, 1864. Gen. Meade’s 
tes imony was given in the following 
m0 th and with the full knowledge of 
ali my statements, none of which were 
contradicted by him when he testified. 
The report of the committee upon tb. 
conduct of the war justified me and 
ceosured Gen. Meade. It must not be
